WASHINGTON, Jane 23.—Senator Alor- 


gan today introduced a bill for tho an- 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands. Tho 
bill provides that tha islands shall be- 
•come a territory of the fruited Slates in 
accordance with the terms of the re- 
cently negotiated treaty. The date set 
•for the extension of tha laws of this 
country over the islands ia tho 4th of 
M&rch, 181)8, bnt it is specifically pro- 
v-.vi(3ed that they may be put in force at 


an earlier day if congress directs 
It ia 


also directed that the five commissioners 
provided for by the treaty to msfce the 
•recommendations to coricreHB in matters' 
pertaining to Hawaii ahall be confirmed 
by the senate. The bill appropriates 
•$1,000,000 for the eTecution of its pro- 
•visions. Out of this earn the interest 
on the Hawaiian debt ie to be paid, but 
(provisions for the payment of theprinci- 
'pal of this debt ia deferred. 


"The treaty," aaid .Senator Morgan, 


"can be ratified In Ibis form by a mt- 
jontv vote in each o! the two hoaaee, 
thus a voiding the necessity for Sacnring 
two-thirdB of the senate, aa would be re- 
paired if the matter should be passed 
upon by that body alone." 


.HOT WAVE AT HEW ORLEANS 


>Fifty Prostrations and a Number 


of Deaths Reported. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., June 23.—For the 


,past two or three days New Orleans has 
Buffered intensely from a hot wave. 
•Sunday the thermometer registered 96 
in the shade, and Monday and yester- 
•day it went to 98, with little or no air 
-stirriug. TUB effect has been disastrous 
and there have been probably fifty pros- 
trations in that time and eight or ten 
deaths.

phere and intense suffering resulted.

LINCOLN, III., June 18.— A tornado 


which passed over the central and south- 
ern portions of Logan county this after- 
noon destroyed thousands of dollars 
worth of property and completely de- 
molished the immense cow barn on the 
farm of the state institution for the 
feeble minded. 
Twenty-sir persona, 


seeking refuge from the storm, were 
buried ia 
the debris. Four of the 


refugees, boy pupils from Chicago, were 
taken out dead. Five others were se- 
verely injured, oiia of whom, the farm 
superintendent, will probably die. 
Tbe 


dead are: 
Sylvester Baker, 
James 


O'Brien, Neal McKenzie and Castle 
Le Baron, all pupils pf the institution. 


At 8.45 o'clock this afternoon a tor- 


nado waa seen approaching the city from 
tb.3 southwest. The state institution 
for the feeble minded, containing over 
800 inmates, Beamed to be directly in 
the path of the storm. The roofs of 
several oi the buildings were carried 
away and much damage wasdono about 
the grounds, but most of the inmates 
were under perfect control of the at- 
tendants and the threatened panic and 
great loss of life was averted. Tbe tor- 
nado passed on to tbe northeast, touch- 
ing next on the farm and stock barna 
connected with the assylum, three miles 
distant. In the cow barns were twenty- 
six persons, including the superintend- 
ent of the farm, Jacob Wilmot, twenty- 
four pupile and an attendant. The barn 
was wrenched from its foundation and 
torn to pieces. Four of the pupils were 
instantly killed. The othera, with the 
exception of the superintendent, escaped 
serious injury and were shortly rescued 
from the debris. 


The tornado passed on to the north- 


east, doing great damage, the extent of 
which is not Known. The storm di- 
vided into sections and covered a wide 
territory. It is feared that the loss of 
life will he greatly enlarged when reports 
ate received from outside the city. 


LOUISVILLE, June 18.— A aeyere wind- 


storm passed over this city between 5 
and 6 o'clock this morning. •'Several 
oonaea were blown down and othera un- 
roofed, bat in no instance was there a 
fatality, although a number were in- 
jured. 


Reports were received from central 


and eastern Kentucky, indicating that 
•great damage hae been done' to crops. 
Wheat fields have been- laid low, farm 
honsea and burns wrecked and fences 
destroyed.

damaged to the extent of $3000. 


The southbound Monon train, eight

ator Perkins of California ia atrongly 
disposed to join his Democratic col- 
league, Senator White, in opposition to 
the proposed annexation of Hawaii. 


"I am, familiar with the islands," 


said he, "and I am vary doubtful as to 
the wiadom of thia policy. There is one 
point of some moment," continued Mr. 
Perkins, "that I have not-yet seen 
touched upon. Within tho last year or 
two there have be?n a large nnmber of 
merchant vessels built off the Clyde for 
the Hawaiian trade. They fly the Ha- 
waiian flae, but are English vessels. 
Under the proposed treaty those shipa 
would naturally become entitled to 
American registry, for they would come 
in with the islands. 
"There is nothing in the treaty to pre- 


vent them from coming in, Dor to pre- 
vent tbo EnEliahmen from 
building 


more vessels in anticipation of annexa- 
tion and claiming American registry for 
all of them. ID that caee they would 
probably soon take away all "of our 
coastwise trade and render idle for some 
years our American ahipyardfl. 


"There in another, and perhaps more 


Important question involved. The an- 
nexation of Hawaii would, it ueems to 
me, utterly ruin the sugar beet indus- 
try that is now beginning to aasame 
considerable proportions in California 
and other parts of the West. With 
coolia labor the Hawaiisns can produce 
sugar and refine it for 2 cents a pound. 
Beet sugar coats anywhere from 3}4. to 
4 cents a pound to produce, ana wo 
could not compete. Then, too, the 
planters of Hawaii have a trust just as 
tyrannical and important aa tbe sugar 
trust, and it would not be long before 
the two joined forces and had the whole 
country at chair mercy. 
"I shall not set up my personal views 


against those of a majority of tbe peo- 
ple, but I am far from being an enthu- 
siastic annexationist. The idea that we 
need Hawaii as a coaling station is fool- 
ish because chins going from San Fran- 
eisco to Japan or China would have to 
go 500 miles out oi thbir way to touch 
at Hawaii. 
"It would be much more couvenient 


to establish a coaling station on one of 
the Aleutian Islands, which already be- 
long to IIH and are within about seventy 
five milea of tbe path of ocean travel. 


"I do not appreciate, either, the ar- 


gument that we need Hawaii, because 
of ita strategetic value. 
The islands 


are "2000 miles from San Franciflco. Eng- 
land has at Esquimault a fortress which 
she ia every day rendering more am 
more impregnate, and which is mucl 
nearer to San Francisco. I would bi 
much more favorably dia posed to ward i 
a proposition to Hpm*chaae British Co 
lumbia. It would be much more vain 
able to ua than Hawaii."

FALLING OFF OP FIFTY 
PER 


CENT IN THREE YEARS. 


Effect of Preaent Hostilities oil the 


Island Upon Commercial 


Iu ter course. 


Asntsaiox, Jnne 18, — A significant 


report of our trado with Cuba from 1SS7 
to 1897, prepared by Chief Hitchcock, 
of the foreign marketa section of the 
agricultural department, has been pro- 
mulgated by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wileon, The atatietica ahow very clearly 
the effect of present hostilities in Cuba 
upon the commercial intercourse of the 
United States with this island. 


During the last fiscal year, IS'JIi, the 


total value of our Cuban trade amounted 
to only $47,548,110, aa compared with 
$102,864,204 in 189S, the year precedinE 
tbe breaking out of the war. Thia was 
a falling off of more than 50 per cent in 
three years. Returns already available 
for tbe cnrrent fiscal year indicate a still 
further decline, tbe records for the nine 
months ending March 31, 1897, placing 
the total value of tbe trade for that 
period aa low ao $14,926,817. At this 
rate tbe figures for the Gscal year 1897 
will hardly reach $20.000,000, or less 
than one-fifth tbe value recorded in 
1893. 


Tbe report alao demonstrated that in 


past years oar imports from Cuba have 
generally been much in excess of oar

There are others who op- 
pose annexation because they fear the 
unrestricted competition that will enene 
between tbe cheap labor of tbe islands 
and tbe labor of thia conntry. While 
they acknowledge the commercial ad- 
vantages it '.would bring about, they 
doubt if they would outweigh the diead 
vantages caused by the competition re- 
ferred to. Still others base their opposi- 
tion upon the fact that annexation 
would increase tbe number ol undesira- 
ble citizens, wbicb is already too large. 


The chief argument in favor of the 


step is the strategic advantage it would 
give the United States, and it is a very 
important one, loo. A thorough exam* 
mation of tbe question in ita different 
bearings would probably result in the 
conclusion that this single advantage in 
favor of annexation outweighs all the 
alleged disadvantages. We shall not 
always be at peace with other nations— 
who hopes thia lives in a fool's para- 
dise—and In order to be on something 
like an equal footing, aa regards naval 
operations in the Pacific, with other 
great powers, a large coaling station 
midway between our western coast and 
tbe eastern coast of Asia ia an absolute 
necemity.

It produces consider- 
able revenue, something very much 
needed at thia time, and if the price ia 
not increased the revenue is obtained 
without cost to tho maoafscturera aud 
consequently to the consumers. Neither 
the wool growers nor the manufacturers 
have a truet to artiucially fU pticee. 
Tn&y are governed by tbe laws of com* 
petition, and if the price of wool is not 
•aised by the duty, tho government se- 
cures the revenue produced from that 
source without any coat to the people. 
Of course the people of this country who 
own tha flocks do not believe that Mr. 
Mills' assertion is true. If they did they 
would not be persistent in their appeals 
:or a duty on foreign wool. They knov 
as muuh about tbe prices of wool aa the 
free trader doee, and that prices are only 
ruinously low when foreign competition 
ia wholly unrestricted.

While old confederate flags, regi- 
mental flags, tattered and torn, ap- 
peared iu the decorations and in tho 
parade, very prominent at every tarn 
was the star apangled banner, and in 
the parade the national standard was- 
seen in every division.

take effect and be in force from and in- 


Inding the 15th day of July. 1897. Tne 
eatures of tbe ordinance are as follows: 


Section 1 provides that a license maet 
e procured by application and licence 
Beued by the county tax collector in ac- 
ordauca with the provisions of the or- 
inance. 


iction 3 provides that a separate Ii- 


enae muat ba procured for each branch 


f business carried on. 
Sections 3,4, 5, 6, 7 and 8, requires 
censes to ba paid in advance, together 
with penalty for nonobservance thereof, 
nd tbe dutiea of county oilicera in col- 
ection, issuing and enforcing the Game, 
sports of county oflicerd and other mat- 
em of office routine. 


Section 9 provides that licenses shall 
a paid quarterly in advance, and that 
tie tax collector shall aot iaauua license 
or receive pay for longer thau one 
uarterof a year. 
Section 10 prescribes the duties of the 
liBtrict attorney in eiiforcioy collection, 


Sections 11,12, 13 and 14 prescribe

The much conteated 
judgment of 


Smilie Brothers tUa came up for con- 
sideration on thoreportof W. S. Badger, 
appointed to expert the books and re- 
port on the condition of the various 
funds in tbs treasury during the fiscal 
year 1803-1. 
, . 
, 
This judgment la baaed on a claim for 


a balance alleged to be due to Smilie 
lirothera of Oakland upon the contract 
to erect tho additiona to the court 
houao, which was contested by the 
board, Tbe original claim waa BOme- 
thinff over $6800, upon which Rmilie 
Brothers obtained a judgment, Decem- 
ber 24, 1890, for $8,132.39, to be paid oat 
of the funds of tbe fiscal year of 1893-4. 


Then ayoeethe complication, that the 


faadfl ol that fiscal J8W. oat of which 
Ihi3 elftim should properly bo paia— thfl f 
building fdnd^had been exhausted. ' 
Thia left the judgment, like Mahomet a 
tomb, 'twist heaven and earth. Smilie 
Brothers had a judgment to all intents 
and purposes asrainst the building fund 
of the year 1893-4. The fund waa es- 
hanated, and there ecemed no way for 
them to enforce the decree of the court 
against the county. 
The object of expertmR the books was 


to trace tbe various funds of tbat fiscal 
year and see what disposition had been 
made of them. The Smilies claim that 
at the time their claim was filed the 
fund was ample to meet the demand, 
but tbat afterward the board transferred 
$11,730.56 from the building fund to the 
General fund, which waa at the time ex* 
aacsted. AUo that at tho aame time 
there waa in the bridge fond $6567.28 
anrplus which could have been trans- 
ferred to ths general fund jaat as well. 


The experts' report substantially aeta 


forth this ao the condition of things. The 
effort of Srailia Brothers is to follow that 
fund through all its jonrneyinga from 
one flecal year to another and satisfy 
tbie judgment out ol it. The complica- 
tions arising out of theee transfers of 
county fnnds from one connty pocket to 
another, bid fair to rival the famoaa 
"Scales wig- Holstein question," which 
only one man ever understood, and he 
died early in the controversy.

Farmers' Club believes there is an ex- 
cellent, chance for Froano'a connty 
health officer to earn hia salary and do 
a great deal of good besides, and as soon 
aa it haa looked further into the matter 
it will probably send a committee to 
confer with the supervisors regarding 
tbe strict enforcement of the 
law*

Tbe odds against 
Iho players are prodigioua, and it ia in- 
teresting to watch a full-blown idiot put 
in two or three dollars worth of nickelo 
in the Blot and dance like a corybaut 
when at last he wine a Quarter! There 
haa recently, been introduced here a 
money machine that reminds one ol 
"grandfather'a clock," for it stands on 
the floor and reaches ap to one's chest 
protector. The odda againat the player 
in tbia contrivance aeema to be greater 
than they are in other machines, and on 
account of their attractive appearance 
they are very well patronized. Thoy are 
veritable mints for their owners. 


NlckeHn-the-filot machines are licen- 


sed in tbia city, and gambling ia there- 
fore licensed—a kind of gambling, too 
that is more insidious and demoralizing 
than any other. On account of the 
small sum required many play whc 
would refuse to enter a card game, and 
those who are weak find it difficult, if 
not impossible, to head of! the habit, 
once it is formed. If it is the intention

mschinea why not put a hizber tax on 
them? Tho city now receives only $5 a 
quarter for each machine, when the 
owner could well afford to pay $5 a 
month.

WOLF HELD TO ANSWER. 


The Testimony Against Him V«ry 


Strong—Could Not Give Bond. 


William 0. Wolf, charged with felonj 


embezzlement in converting to his o 
UEO $184 92 belonging to a Chinaman 
named Fong Jim, had his preliminary 
examination yesterday morning before 
Justice Austin. The prosecution made 
out a very eirong case against Wolf, and 
he wag held to auawer, hit bond being 
fixed at $1000. lie wae unable to give 
bond, and waa remanded to the custody 
of the sheriff. 


Kong Jim had a claim against F. T. 
)uhrinR for labor performed amounting 
to $238.60. Duhring had given the Chi- 
naman ft due bill for the amount, and 
Fang Jim subsequently turned the claim 
over to Wolf for collection. It wae 
agreed that Wolf [was to get 10 per 
cent and $30 for attorney's fees. This 
made the amount coming to tbe China- 
man $184.92. Instead of collecting the 
ulaim, however, Wolf Bold it to Jacob 
Hockenberry for $150, of which sum 
poor Fong Jim never saw a cent. The 
claim against Uurhini; waa perfectly 
good, and Hockenberry ia said to have 
made $100 or BO by the transaction.

It is further denied that McWhorter 


raudulently procured the said twenty 
lereonB to sign the petition, or repre- 
entcd to the Board of Supervisors that 
hey were bona fide landowners.

The de- 
fendants deny that there ia not enough 
water flowing in Kings river for the pro- 
posed district to obtain a sufficient sup- 
ply. -In that behalf the answer seta up 
that there waa at the time the diatrict 
waa formed, and long prior thereto and 
is DOW, an abundance of water flowing 
in Kings river, which can be procured 
for'the district. It is denied that the 
diatrict or any portion of it ia not sus- 
ceptible of one mode of irrigation from 
any common eonrce. 


The defandante, upon their informa- 


tion and belief, deny that it would be 
necessary and indispensable in order to 
provide any system or method whereby 
aaid district could be attempted to be 
irrigated, tbat there should be expended 
or a tax levied upon the lands of said 
district, or any bonded indebtedness in- 
curred upon the Innds, of not leas t-han 
$ 10 an acre, or that large portions of the 
district could never receive any water 
or benefits therefrom. 


It is admitted that moat of the landa 


in said diatrict are worth less then $10 
an acre, and will continue to be such 
nnleBB they are brought under a system 
of irrigation. Hut it is denied that if 
tbe eyatem of irrigation ia constructed 
the land of tho plaintiff or any other 
property owner could not he sold for 
so much as the tax and bonded indebt- 
edness incurred. Nor will any owner 
be deprived of bis land, or said property 
be Bold or taken away in confiscation 
for the diatrict taxes.

Preparing to Capture the Grain 


Shipments of the Valley, 
From the San Francisco Report. 


The San Francisco and San Joaquin 


Valley Railway Company is preparing 
to wrest the control of this season1 
grain shipments of the lower San Joa 
quin valley from the Southern Paclfl 
Company, and etanda a fair chance o 
ancceeding.
